LONDON, Jan. 25 (AP).—Despite 
air raids and other war conditions, 
more than 5,000,000 children are 
registered for school instruction in 
England and Wales, a Board of 
Education survey disclosed today. 

The survey, cited as showing that

tified,” set forth that less than a 
quarter-million of the children were 
enrolled on a less-than-full-time 
basis. 

Total registration in elementary

REVISE PRACTICES 


Separation of Judicial and 


Prosecutive Functions 
Urged by Special Com- 
mittee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
In a report highly critical of’ some 
current practices, a-special commit- 
tee appointed two years ago at the 
direction of President Roosevelt’ 
recommended yesterday that’ ju- 
dicial and prosecutive functions of 
Federal agencies be separated and 
proposed other far-reaching changes 
in their procedure. 


A majority of the committee op- 
posed, however, any extension of 
judicial review of agency decisions 
as was proposed in the Logan-Wal- 
ter bill. That measure was passed 
by Congress session after pro- 
longed controversy but was vetoed 
by the President. 


The committee’s study of admin- 


istrative practices embraced 33 
agencies and departments, among 
them the Power Commission, Trade 
Commission and. Labor Board. Its 
report made these overall recom- 
mendations: : 


1. Creation of an office of Federal 
administrative procedure to review 
the procedures and practices of ad- 
ministrative agencies. This would 
be composed of a director appoint- 
ed by the: President, an Associate 
Justice of the Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia, and the 
director of the administrative of- 


Separation ! 

2. Separation of ‘judicial ‘and 
prosecutive functions by creating a 
new corps of officers to be known 
as Hearing Commissioners. They 
would function much as _ trial 
Judges, with appeal from their de- 
cisions being to the agency. They 
would operate as a “separate unit 
entirely divorced from any investi- 
gative or prosecutive activities.” 

3.. Some’ standardization of the 
procedure for issuance of rules and 
regulations, giving persons affected 
by them. greater opportunity to 
participate in drafting the rules. In 
general, new rules would not be 
effective until 45 days after publi- 
cation. 

4. Simplification of the adminis- 
trative procedure “by extending the 
use of conferences and other in- 
formal methods. to settle contro- 
versies.” The committee condemned 
“protracted and expensive hear- 
ings.” 

5. The committee found there was 
“adequate provision for court re- 
view of agency decisions, both on 
the law and the facts,” and that 
any extension of court review would 
result in “needless litigation, and 
would place an undue and improper 
burden upon the courts.” It op- 
posed creation of special admin- 
istrative courts. 

22-Page Proposed Bill. 

The recommendations were em- 
bodied in a 22-page proposed bill. 
Dean Acheson, Washington law- 
yer who has just been nominated to 
be Assistant Secretary of State, was 
chairman of the committee, which 
was appointed in February, 1939, by 
Supreme Court Justice Murphy, 
then Attorney General, at the re- 
quest of Roosevelt. 

Four members filed “additional 
views and recommendations” on 
the ground that the majority report 
did not go far enough. 

Three of these—Carl McFarland, 
former Assistant Attorney General; 
E. Blythe Stason, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Law School, 
and Arthur T. Vanderbilt of New

ROME, Jan. 25 (AP).—The 7000- 
ton British. auxiliary cruiser Eu- 
maeus, “loaded with troops,” has 
been sunk in the Atlantic by an 
Italian submarine, the Italian high 
command reported today, after a 
“sharp fight.” 

(The vessel apparently is the con- 
verted Blue Funnel liner Eumaeus, 
7472 tons.) 

Another submarine, the daily 
communique said, downed the 6000- 
ton Greek steamer Eleni. (Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping lists the Eleni 
at 5655 tons.) 

German bombers operating from 
an Italian base were reported to 
have attacked a British naval 
squadron in thé“Mediterranean, hit- 
ting a heavy cruiser on the stern 
with a high caliber bomb.

“President Roosevelt’s action in 
coming to meet me upon my ar- 
rival,” he said, “will be deeply dp- 
preciated in England and through- 
out the empire, where its signifi- 
cance will be understood.” 


The Ambassador said he was 
looking forward to the opportunity 
to see the different parts of the 
United States and “to see what you 
are doing, and will be doing, I hope, 
to aid us.” 


Asked what he considered the 
most important needs, Halifax said:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
William C. Bullitt, former United 
States Ambassador to France, told 
the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee today that “our country is in 
such danger that decisions on the 
effective use of our instruments of 
defense are as vital as if we had al- 
ready been attacked.” 

Testifying in support of the ad- 
ministration’s British aid bill, Bul- 
litt, in a 28-point statement, de 
clared that its passage would show 
that “we, like our forefathers, will 
submit to no master but God.” 
Bullitt argued that invasion of 
thet Western Hemisphere would be 
“almost certain” if the British 
navy were destroyed and a totali- 
tarian” power gained control of 
either the Atlantic or Pacific be- 
fore he United States’ two-ocean 
navy is ready. 

He said the “most certain way” 
to insure against British defeat 
would be for this country to go to 
war. He prefaced this, however,

Earlier, in response to questions 
by Representative Rogers (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, Bullitt said he had 
“always been of the opinion that 
the United States would stay out 
of this war if it possibly could and 
I so informed every prime minister 
of France while I was Ambassa- 
dor.” 

Chairman Bloom (Dem.), New 
York, said that as long as Mrs. 
Rogers had raised the question, 
Bullitt was at liberty to take all 
the time he needed and go’to “any 
length” he desired to give the 
country the facts.

The always useful and informative Public Affairs 
Pamphlets have broadened their value to the con- 
suming public in the latest publication to be issued, 
No. 51 of the series, entitled “Read Your Labels.” 
Missourians will have a particular interest in the new 
pamphlet, since it was prepared by the Institute for 
Consumer Education at Stephens College, Columbia;

the Atlantic Ocean.” 


Representative Richards (Dem.), 
South Carolina, asked Bullitt 
whether he believed the President 
would “abuse” the broad powers 
the bill would confer upon him. 

The witness said such a possi- 
bility was so “inconceivable” that 
it was difficult to discuss seriously 
but added: 


“I personally know the President 
would rather give away his two 
eyes than give away the navy.” 

Smacking the table for emphasis, 
Bullitt said the personality of the 
President and the fact that he had 
fought not only to strengthen the 
Navy but to make life better for 
all Americans, had been lost sight 
of in the debate. 

“If you feel that you can’t give 
power to that man, to whom on 
earth can you give it?” he asked.

Bullitt’s Statement. 
The prepared text «of Bullitt’s 
statement to the House committee 
follows: 
“1. We are determined to main- 
tain the independence of the Unit- 
ed States and our government of 
the people, by the people, and for 
the people, 
“2. We hate war. Therefore, we 
desire to protect our country and 
our liberties without going to war. 
“38. Germany has drawn Italy 
and Japan into a league directed 
against us and other free nations 
by a treaty signed in Berlin on 
Sept. 27, 1940. 
“4, We cannot appease Germany. 
It is impossible to appease the un- 
appeasable. And the Western 
Hemisphere is the juiciest morsel 
before the dictators. 
“5. The earth has been so con- 
tracted by the airplane that for 
the first time in our history, the 
war machine. of Europe can reach 
the Western Hemisphere in a few 
hours. : 

“6 The Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans remain formidable obsta- 
cles to invasion of the Americas 
so long as both are controlled eith- 
er by the American Navy or by 
the navy of a power friendly to

“7, We have a one-ocean navy 
and shall not have a two-ocean 
navy before 1946. 

“8. So long as the*British navy 
continues to hold the Germans and 
Italians on the other side of the 
Atlantic, while our fleet watches 
the Pacific, we have and shall 
have the practical equivalent of a 
two-ocean navy. 

“9 If the British navy should be 
eliminated, we would still have a 
one-ocean navy, but we should 
have two oceans to defend.

Violin Concerto in D Minor. This/| js 
composition was balanced against 
the Brahms Symphony No. 4 in E 
Minor, making it an essentially 
romantic program * in the grand 
manner. 

The Sibelius — being a 
relatively early work, is full of 
plaintive, nostalgic lyricism, dark, 
sensuous harmonies and vigorous 
rhythms, all rather direct and per- 
sonal. Moreover this sensuous play 
of sound is unmodified by the 
Olympian viewpoint which so sen- 
sibly affected the purpose and the 
effect of all the major works that 
came with and after the Fourth 
Symphony. 

Sibelius, in short, gives way to 
his feeling and produces a rhap- 
sody. That being so, Mr. Guidi's 
tone and style, which make him 
more at home in a work of smaller 
physical proportions, placed him at 
something of a disadvantage in 
this work. The effect of his per- 
formance therefore, was a little 
cool and dry.

Pineapple Date Whip. 
One-half cup evaporated milk, one 
cup crushed pineapple, one-half cup 
chopped pitted dates, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, sugar to suit taste and 
dash salt. 
Have evaporated milk thoroughly 
chilled<in refrigerator. Turn into 
chilled bowl and beat until thick; 
then add lemon juice and salt and 
continue beating until quite stiff. 
Fold in the pineapple and chopped 
dates; then fold in sugar to suit 
taste, if any is required. Serve im- 
mediately, Serves five.

At this point South had to deter- 
mine how to play the diamonds. If 


‘ithey split 33 a slam would be a 


laydown, but a 42 split would give 
him trouble. Deciding against a 


. rather remote squeeze play, South 


abandoned the trump suit and ran 
three rounds of diamonds. Last 
showed out on the third round, but 
did not have the last trump. South 
could lead his last diamond and 
ruff with dummy’s carefully prte- 
served trump, after which it was 
easy for him to return to his hand 
and draw the last trump.
